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THE award-winning Sub Tropical Gardens at 
Abbotsbury is widely recognised for its out¬ 
standing horticultural, historical and public 
appeal. Assistant head gardener Tim Newman 
has worked in the gardens for two years and is 
well placed to explain why so many visitors 
come to explore the woodland walks and gar¬ 
dens. As well as being a qualified horticultur- 
alist he is also a 'budding' artist with a special 
interest in botanical drawing. 

Tim is 37 years old and lives near Evershot. 


■ HOW did you get into this job? 

I was self-employed in Somerset as a gardener but I 
decided I wanted to work in a garden that had some 
meaning behind it. So, I went off to New Zealand and 
worked in Christchurch Botanic Gardens. When I 
came back, I worked as a volunteer at Bristol Botanic 
Gardens and gained more experience, so when this job 
came up I had all the relevant experience. 

■ HOW did the sub-tropical gardens come to be 
here? 

They began life as a walled kitchen garden within the 
Earl of Ilchesters estate back in the 1700s. Then during 
the 1800s successive Earls began travelling abroad as 
diplomats. The fourth Earl in particular was a keen 
botanist so he brought back specimens from all over 
the world and that’s how the sub-tropical collection 
got started. 

■ WHY do the gardens flourish here in Dorset? 

Well the climate in this particular spot is ideal. There 
is warm sea air and a blanket of evergreen oaks that 
help keep the warmth in plus we’re in a bit of a rain 
shadow so it isn’t too wet. So really we’ve got a mini 
Mediterranean climate going on. 

■ WHAT is a typical working day like for you? 

We start at 8am, check our areas and carry out any 
noisy or disruptive work before 10am, when the gates 
open to the public. Then I’ll liaise with the curator and 
the team and decide what needs to be done. 

■ THE gardens recently won an award, what was 
that for? 

Yes, this year we won the 2012 Garden of the Year 
Award which is sponsored by Christies International

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No change in society's views 
on Ferrybridge development 


A LARGE scheme to demolish a Weymouth pub and 
build a restaurant-brasserie and 30 homes in its place has 
provoked strong opposition from Weymouth Civic Soci¬ 
ety. 

Ferrybridge Developments want planners to grant them 
permission to knock down the Ferrybridge Inn and build 
the eatery and homes in its place including a manager’s 
maisonette and office and a new vehicular access from 
Ferryman’s Way. 

But Weymouth Civic Society strongly oppose the 
scheme and their plans sub-committee chairman Mike 
Martin has told Weymouth and Portland council’s plan¬ 
ning department that “a few alterations” have done noth¬ 
ing to change their view.

of June still to go, adding that the 
previous June rainfall record stood at 
115mm set way back in 1980. 

Weymouth’s leisure businesses are 
wondering where it is all going to 
end and Fulvio Figliolini of the 
seafront’s famous Rossi’s ice-creams 
said: “Even as a kid I can’t ever re¬ 
member a June being so wet. 

“I have been on the seafront for 
more than 35 years and to get week 
after week after week of rain has 
been unbelievable...and the nights 
are drawing in now. At least the rain 


means you can see the laser lights!” 

Jonah Jones, who runs Weymouth 
beach pedaloes and chalets said: “I 
have been here 25 years and this has 
been the worst June I can remember. 

“I still think we have it all to play 
for with the school holidays still to 
come, but the weather has to be 
good.” 

Weymouth and Portland Deputy 
Mayor Councillor Ray Banham is on 
the town’s seafront regeneration 
committee and said: “I have been in 
Weymouth for 51 years and I can’t 
remember a June like it. I feel for the 


concessions and shops because this 
is the time of year they need to make 
money to help them get through the 
winter.” 

Dennis Spurr of the Fantastic 
Sausage Factory in St Mary Street 
said: “It has been the fewest number 
of barbecue packs we have ever sold 
in June in the last 15 years.

creasingly necessary with the heavy congestion and 
worsening air quality on Boot Hill and Portland Road 
through Wyke Regis. This is likely to be exacerbated in 
future, particularly bearing in mind the successful devel¬ 
opments of Portland Port and Osprey Quay. 

“The lack of good road access to Portland risks con¬ 
straining the potential development of employment uses 
at Portland. We are therefore strongly of the view that 
the Western Relief Route should continue to be safe¬ 
guarded in the future. 

“We also consider that the proposal represents heavy 
overdevelopment on a restricted site, in terms of both 
height and bulk. 

“We object to the loss of amenity open space, in breach 
of what we understand was a commitment at the time of 
the construction of the new bridge in the 1980s that the 
reclaimed land should be landscaped and made perma¬ 
nently available for the use of the public.” 

Mr Martin questioned the suitability of such a large 
scale residential development so close to an important 
wetlands site and added that the society would also regret 
the loss of the pub as “a valuable facility in an area with 
very limited provision of that kind”. 

He concluded that the society felt the land should not 
be developed except for overriding reasons of public in¬ 
terest such as the relief road. 

Ferrybridge Developments said they were aware of the 
society’s concerns and were putting together a response.

Local volunteer features in St John 
Ambulance anniversary celebrations 


A VOLUNTEER from Chickerell features in a nation¬ 
wide online project to celebrate 125 years of St John Am¬ 
bulance. 

The story of Rex Purchase forms part of anniversary 
celebrations unveiled last Sunday. 

Rex, who is now 75 and president of the charity’s Wey¬ 
mouth Division, has been a member of St John Ambu¬ 
lance for 67 years. 

Over the years he has served as Divisional Officer of 
the Cadets in 1974, as Superintendent in 1977 and he has 
trained and treated many people, largely in Weymouth 
but also throughout the county. 

His first aid skills have been used many times including 
in two choking incidents with children, a serious road 
traffic collision and in performing cardio pulmonary re¬ 
suscitation on a man who suffered a cardiac arrest. Al¬ 
though he died the next day in hospital, it allowed the 
patient’s family a few precious final hours to say good¬ 
bye. 

For the first time 125 people shared their stories from 
the formation of the St John Ambulance Association in 
1887 to the present day against a backdrop of worldwide 
events, demonstrating how St John has been a crucial part 
of the fabric of society for 125 years. 

Celebrations encompassed stories of volunteers saving 
lives during the Second World War, providing first aid to 
the crowds at royal weddings and dealing with hysteria 
during Beatlemania. 

It dealt with how St John trains and educates members 
of the public to be the difference between life and death 
and how the organisation has played an important role in 
national history and continues to do so. 

These first hand accounts can be seen at 
www.sja.org.uk/125voices and will also shape an exhibi¬ 
tion at the Priory Church of St John in London which 
opens to the public from July 2 nd -September 29th. 

The exhibition brings to life personal experiences from 
the past 125 years alongside displays of many previously 
unseen objects from the museum’s unique collections.

A MAJOR scheme for up to 600 homes in Weymouth got 
a “thumbs down” from residents arriving early to view 
an exhibition of development plans. 

Betterment Properties is still locked in a legal dispute 
with campaigners fighting to save Town Green status for 
the Markham and Little Francis “green lung” open space 
area off Chickerell Road. 

The developer owns the site - which is also known as 
Curtis Fields - and hopes to build hundreds of homes 
there over the next 15 years. 

The exhibition dealt with phase one of those plans for 
up to 200 homes and Betterment’s planning consultant 
Malcolm Brown said they wanted to use the event to get 
people’s views ahead of the company submitting a plan¬ 
ning application for the scheme in about two months 
time. 

Early reaction was poor and Dot Tompkins who lives 
in Westdowne Close on the edge of the development said: 
“It is awful. We like sitting in our sun lounge and looking

up over the fields. This will take all our view.” 

David Hodge of Chickerell Road said: “I don’t like the 
access on to Chickerell Road. I think that is going to be 
a nightmare. 

“There isn’t the infrastructure to support a development 
of that size. The Local Plan can satisfy the requirement 
for homes until 2031 without this development. 

“I will lose all my privacy when this is built. I am look¬ 
ing to sell my house.and I’m open to offers I can’t re¬ 
fuse!” 

Mr Brown said: “What people said will shape our ap¬ 
plication and include any additional facilities that people 
feel are appropriate to the area and that we can accom¬ 
modate. 


“The first phase of the development will be for about 
200 homes with perhaps 5,000sq ft of retail space for 
local shops such as a convenience store. There would also 
be up to 2,500 sq ft of offices for local businesses. 

“Of the 200 homes, about 70 would be affordable hous¬ 
ing, 40 would be flats and the rest would be a mix of two, 
three and four-bedroom homes including some wheel¬ 
chair accessible units. All units will be capable of use by 
disabled people. 

“Primary access would be via a new entrance 100m east 
of the Fiveways junction and the site will include cycle 
and pedestrian routes while subtle street design will re¬ 
duce traffic speeds.” 

Part of the scheme will restore the currently culverted 
Lanehouse Stream to full public view in a landscaped 
flood basin with the scheme also including a series of 
ditches and balancing ponds to prevent flooding. 



Local artist exhibits at sailing academy 


WEYMOUTH landscape artist 
Kevin Frost has been accepted for 
an exhibition at Weymouth and 
Portland National Sailing Academy. 

The exhibition is open now and 
will run until July 12 th and then 
again for three weeks once the 
Olympic sailing events are over. 

Mr Frost was born in Dorset in 
1970 and grew up on Portland. 

He said: “I have always had an in¬ 
terest in being creative. The art of 
painting only started to interest me 
in my early twenties which led to 
me completing a four-year Natural 
History Illustration HND in 
Bournemouth. 

“In the closing year of this course 
I was fortunate enough to win the 


overall prize for a Tawny owl water¬ 
colour in the International Paint a 
Wildlife Subject. 

“Throughout the course, however, 
it became clear to me that landscape 
painting was the genre in which I 
felt I had most to offer and that 
focus was rewarded in 1999 when I 
had two marine watercolours hung 
at the prestigious Royal Society Ma¬ 
rine Artists (RSMA) exhibition in 
London’s Mall galleries. 

“Since then I have been building 
up steady sales and commissions 
and at present I am working pre¬ 
dominantly in oils, only discovering 
the versatility of the medium in 
2004.

Daylight robbery 

A WOMAN was grabbed and robbed by two men 
in the Westham area of Weymouth.

A STRIKING nine-ton stone sculp¬ 
ture of the Olympic Rings has been 
installed outside Weymouth railway 
station. 

The rings, which have been carved 
by local stonemasons from Albion 
Stone using world-renowned Port¬ 
land limestone, stand 2.5 metres. 

They are hoped to provide an 
iconic and locally distinctive wel¬ 
come for visitors coming to Wey¬ 
mouth for the London 2012 Olympic 
Games sailing events after which it 
is planned they will be moved to 
Portland. 

The sculpture is made up of ten 


separate stones and took a total of 
190 hours to complete from cutting 
the templates to fixing the rings to¬ 
gether.

Dorchester Remembers 


BRIAN Bates has completed his mission. His fasci¬ 
nation in the part Dorchester played during the 
Great War and the names on the town's war memo¬ 
rials has led to years of research, piecing together 
the stories behind those names. 

The result is a recently published book Dorch¬ 
ester Remembers the Great War. In it he presents a 
vivid picture of Edwardian Dorchester, through the 
men and one woman who lost their lives in the 
First World War - a timely reminder for Armed 
Forces Day. According to Brian there was a huge 
military presence in the town, including a German 
POW camp. 

Brian and his wife Doreen have lived in Dorch¬ 
ester for 41 years and his enthusiasm and humour, 
despite the poignant subject, make him a popular 
local figure. His account of the impact of the War on the local community is an 
enjoyable trip into the past, particularly for those who love our county town.The 
War Diaries, letters and family epitaphs are especially touching. 

'For me, real history is the story of the ordinary person and their communities, 
especially when they find themselves in extraordinary times. Most of the 98 im¬ 
ages in the book have never been published before, as they were sourced from 
individual family archives. I really wanted to capture each personal story, and 
show how the families and town were together affected.' 

Brian and his book are part of the attractions of Maiden Newton at War this 
weekend. The book is also being launched at The Keep on Saturday 30 June 5-7 
pm. Enjoy free entrance to the Museum, while chatting with Brian who will be 
signing books. 

The following weekend (7 July) sees Brian once again with his display, in the 
Borough Gardens as part of the Veterans and Armed Forces Day celebrations.

Millions more Britons will 


take a holiday this summer 


MILLIONS more Britons will take a summer 
holiday this year to get away from the miserable 
weather, sports overload and a second year 
without one, new figures suggest. 

And it could provide a welcome boost to the 
nation's hard hit holiday industry who are strug¬ 
gling to fill spaces on planes and rooms in ho¬ 
tels. 

Last year more than one in four (26 per cent) 
chose not to go away during the summer, hop¬ 
ing for a bit of sun at home instead and to save 
cash. 

But this year that figure has fallen to just one 
in five (21 per cent) said the survey by satnav 
firm TomTom. 

And many more are jetting off during June 
and July this year, suggesting the reason may 
be to avoid the big national occasions. 

Almost as many (21 per cent) are taking their 
holidays in June and July as August (22 per 
cent) said the poll. 

But last year only 17 per cent went away in 
June, 18 per cent in July while August was easily 
the most popular month with 24 per cent,Tom¬ 
Tom's figures reveal. 

It marks a change in attitude among cash- 
strapped Britons with almost a third (31 per 
cent) looking for sunshine and 42 per cent who 
say they just want to 'relax'. 

And only 22 per cent have chosen the cheap¬ 
est option for their break, suggesting the end 
of the big 'staycation' revolution and a return to 
sun, sea and sand abroad. 

Spain, including Majorca and the other is¬ 
lands, remains the most popular single destina¬ 


tion and the Euro crisis has not put people off 
going to other sunspots on the continent. 

Almost seven in ten (69 per cent) admit their 
summer holiday is 'important' to them. 

If money were no object, 38 per cent of all UK 
adults would go to a tropical paradise island 
and 14 per cent would choose a cruise. 

TomTom's research also found almost one in 
five (18 per cent) will be renting a car on their 
holidays, although only a third (34 per cent) 
claim never to have got lost. 

A spokesman for TomTom said: "Every cloud 
has a silver lining - in this case literally because 
the weather has been so awful it has persuaded 
many to go on holiday. 

"Money is tight but enough is enough and a 
lot of those who gave up their summer holidays 
last year and ended up in British drizzle are not 
prepared to do the same this year, it seems. 

"We hope everyone has a great time but be 
careful not to get lost in a strange country if you 
are hiring a car. That's where we come in."

DORCHESTER'S Olympic gold 
medal hope Paul Blake sent a 
timely message to his rivals by 
scorching to the fastestT36 400m 
time in the world this year when 
winning the Paralympic German 
National title in Berlin recently.

BRUISED and battered Benedict 
Westhenry was left to ruefully regret 
the moment that the gold medal in 
the senior boys’ 200m steeplechase 
was wrenched from his grasp at the 
South West Schools’ Track & Field

The 17-year-old Weymouth-based 
teenager, who is a student at Thomas 
Hardye Sixth Form College in 
Dorchester, was nicely poised on the 
shoulder of Somerset’s Blair Brown 
as the gruelling race on Saturday en¬ 
tered the final two laps when disaster 
struck. 

“I was feeling really relaxed and 
comfortable and thinking about 
making my move when I clattered 
into the barrier and ended up flat on 
the track,” said Westhenry. 

“I really banged my knee and by 
the time I got up I had lost 25/30 me¬ 
tres on Blair and the race was lost. 

“I still ran a personal best but I 
know I can so much quicker. I was 
looking for 5mins 50secs today and 
I know I am fit enough to run that.” 

Westhenry was taken off to the 
medical room after the race to have 
his knee bandaged and hopefully 
there will be no lasting damage as he 
prepares to joining the Dorset squad 
travelling to the north east for the 
English Schools’ Championships in 
Gateshead on July 6th & 7th. 

“I am still a first year in the senior 
boys’ age group but I believe I can 
win a medal at the English Schools,” 
added Westhenry, whose time is the 
third quickest in the UK under 20 
men’s age group this summer. But he 
will have to make sure he doesn’t 
clatter in to the barrier to do it. 

Another Thomas Hardye School 
student to impress was Tara Chitten¬ 
den as she finished runner-up in the 
junior girls’ 1500m. 

The 14-year-old showed she can 
rise to the big occasion she carved 
almost four seconds off her personal 


best in a time of 4mins 44.48secs. 

Top county sprinter Holly Butt, 
who goes to the Colfax School, 
Bridport, picked up two medals with 
victory in the inter girls’ 100 in 
12.43secs and then adding silver in 
the 200m. 

In the inter girls’ 3000m there was

THE Warren Byerley saga drags on. The 27-year- 
old striker - despite having previously verbally 
agreed a new contract at Weymouth - confirmed 
that he shook hands on a deal to join Kettering 
Town last Thursday, but at the time of going to 
press it was still not certain if this will become per¬ 
manent. 

Byerley, who scored over 50 goals in two sea¬ 
sons with theTerras, has upset many at the club - 
including chairman Nigel Biddlecombe - at reneg¬ 
ing on a deal agreed a month ago to stay at the 
Bob Lucas Stadium. It included the club paying 
£2,000 towards a private operation on his knee. 

However Kettering's acting chairman George 
Rolls, who left theTerras in February, stepped in 
recently, offering the striker a full-time contract 
worth £600 a week and a hefty goal bonus which 
turned his head. Following a meeting at Nene 
Park last week, it is understood the two shook 
hands on the deal. 

Weymouth chairman Biddlecombe is devas¬ 
tated that the striker has changed his mind, and 
feels betrayed by his actions, believing there is 
now very little loyalty in football. He confirmed 
that Byerley has agreed that any deal with Ketter¬ 
ing must include paying the £2,000 back to the 
club.

Meanwhile manager Brendon King has been 
waiting for Byerley to confirm which offer he has 
accepted, and is beginning to lose patience as he 
gears up for next season, and with pre-season 
training having started on Tuesday he needs to 
know the situation. 

In the meantime there is doubt if in fact the deal 
will go through. Local feeling in both towns sug¬ 
gests that, despite the verbal agreement, it might 
still not go through. 

This will leave both Byerley and Weymouth in a 
dilemma. It will be an embarrassing step back for 
the striker having told the club he is leaving, but 
despite the acrimony in the way he did it, it is cer¬ 
tain the club will receive him with open arms. 

Byerley was due to have signed the new con¬ 
tract this Friday at theTerras'Commercial Evening 
at the Riviera Hotel, Bowleaze Cove, the club's 
main sponsor. It will be interesting to see if he 
does? 

The event celebrates a new chapter not only for 
the hotel which is under new management and 


has just completed a huge refurbishment, but 
also for the club following a change of ownership 
at the end of February this year when Nigel Bid¬ 
dlecombe led a local consortium to take-over 
from the Rolls family. He along with his fellow di¬ 
rectors have one aim: to rebuild the club for the 
community. 

The event will include a guest appearance by 
Duncan Goodhew MBE, Olympic swimming 
champion and Swimming Ambassador for British 
Gas (official sponsors of the GB Olympic Swim¬ 
ming Team), as the guest speaker, and Wey¬ 
mouth's own'King of the Channel'Mervyn Sharp, 
who swam the English Channel seven times. The 
aim of the event is to retain sponsors for the forth¬ 
coming season but also actively seek new ones.
